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therefore, it was deemed necessary, that this power should
be conﬁded to the General Government; but agriculture,

manufactures, and the mechanic arts can only be wisely or-
-dered by municipal refrulauon. Commerce 1S one obJng.

if the iegunhon of commerce lmphes an unlimited control
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it would follow, as a matter of course, that the Federal
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labour and capital of the country. -This would transform
our confederated Government, with strictly limited powers,
into an absolute despotism, and of the worst sort, where,
under the forms of a free Gnvm*nmpnf we. qhmﬂr] h?\‘ﬂ‘ the
spirit of a despotic one. This view of the subject, we
should deem.perfectly conclusive, even if it could not be
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ed, was purposely withheld from the Federal Government,
by the framers of the Constitution; and that there are pro-
visions of the Constitution, {rom which 1t may be fairlyin-
ferred, that it was ‘intended to be reserved to the States
respectn"ely It appears from the hlstory of the plocned_
ings of the Convention which framed the Constitution,
that the subject of the PROTECTION of manufactures, was
several times brought distinctly: to the.view of that body,
and that they did not see fit* to grant to the Federal Go-
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uon, to confer on Congxess the power to impose “duties,
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restraints,”’ which may well be supposed to be intended
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to embrace the protection of manufactures; but it is re-
mfulxab]e,,dnt these words were omitied in the Renort of
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the ‘.Comnuttee, on that clause. On the 1Sth of Augmt a
molion was made, “to establish rewards and immuniiies,
for the promotion of agriculture, commerce, trades, and
manufectures;” but this proposftion also failed. On a

subsequent d’l}, it was moved, that there should be.“a
